The prospect of these horses meeting upon the Turf in October begins 


to create a great deal of talk among all persons who take an interest in 
racing, and the prospect of a ‘‘big thing’’ coming off, revives, in the 

imagination at least, the glorious days of Eclipse an! Fashion, when the 
world went crazy with excitement. To foster the feeling, it only needs 
be published, that possibly the race will be made in this vicinity, this 
done, the Japanese, and the Presidential election, will only come ia and 
divide public talk, with, ‘who'll win on the great race day.’ We have 
taken some pains to inform ourselves in the right quarters about this mat- 
ter, and we can assure the owners of Planet and Daniel Boone, that they 
will gratify thousands of friends and admirers if they can, without in- 
justice to our Southern friends, let the horses come together on Long 
Island. Of the tracks now mentioned for the races, one of which must be 
selected, if no change is made, not more than six or eight thousand persons 
can be accommodated, and perhaps the town ia the vicinity of the race 
track selected can only take good care of even fewer persons. Such being 
the case, we think the claims of the North deserve especial consideration. 


The race will be run in October, the most beautiful month of the 


year, and one that permits agriculturists to be away from home, a month 
in which every one is on the move, and all the elite from every section of 
the Union naturally drift into New York: at t&o same time the Presi- 
dential stakes will be at the highest point of interest, and the political 
jockeys will have the nags placed and the odds will be understood. 
With this fact staring us in the face, we ask ifit is not of vast national 
importance, just at the time being, to bring twenty-five or thirty thou- 
sand noble-hearte1 Southern and Western men iato the North to mingle 
freely with the people of this part of the country, and upon neutral 
ground (so far as the race is concerned), try their favorite horses, and thus 
infuse by their presence a great deal of good feeling between the North 
and the South, softening the prejudices of localism ,existing here, and 
sending our friends from Kentucky, Virginia, and neighboring States, 
to their homes, with the general idea that there are good things and good 
fellows everywhere throughout our broad land, and although differing on 
unimportant points, yettaken as a whole we are a great people, and 
mean to remain so. 


As an evidence of the interest with which the matter of having the 


race run on the Fashion Course is regarded in our community we would 
state, that upon mentioning the subject to Messrs. Trrrany & Co., who 
seem to have in their line monopolized Southern patronage, they prompt. 
ly, ws an expression of their sense of obligation, at once authorized 
us, in their name to offer, with a characteristic design, a piece of 
plate worth seven hundred dollars, to be given to the winning horse, which 
would be a more magnificent Turf memorial, than has ever yet* marked 
the annals of racing. 


In addition to this, Messrs. §. Leland & Co., of the Metropolitan, C. A. 


Stetson, Esq., of the Astor, Messrs. Treadwell, Whitcomb, & Co., of the 
St. Nicholas, Hiram Cranston, Esq., of the New York, and Messrs. 
Paren Stevens & Co,. of the Fifth Avenue Hotel, will unite, and offer plate 
for the winner worth fifteen hundred dollars. These facts we learned al- 
most spontaneously, at least the mere suggestion of having the great race 
in our vicinity was thus nobly responded to; how much more we can do 
will be seen, if the slightest encouragement is given on the part of the 
owners of the horses that we are to have the contest changed from the 
South tg our neighborhood; this done, and we could load down a ship as 
a bonus, with gold and rejoicing. 


The race between Daniel Boone and Planet involves a great interest ; 


the event, if carried out, will mark an erain the Turf, and give an im- 
pulse to the value of blood stock that just now is a real necessity, if 
those most interested in such matters will meet the demands of the 
times. The race, therefore, should be witnessed by thousands, should 
take place at the headquarters of news and public opinion, should indeed 
be a struggle second only in historical importance to our National Presi- 
dential race, the contestants in which, under the best circumstances, are 
neither as honest or useful to the welfare of the country, as are Planet 
and Daniel Boone.

Yesterday was a blank day, no one entering for the Proprietor’s purse 
of $100. No one seemed to regret it, however, for it rained all the morn- 
ing, and consequently one half the general enjoyment would have been 
lost. The race to-day was for a sweepstakes of $100 each, half forfeit, 
mile heats, for which there were five entries, but only three came to the 
post—Woodfolk’s filly and Toodles being alike in the betting at the start, 
and Cheatham’s friends requiring 6 to 1 ; still later Toodles had the call 
selling for $90, Woodfolk $84, and Cheatham $32. Oo the ground in 
the morning Woodfolk had the call.

hundred yards from the hotel. The room was all I could desire, and I 
requested Henry to leave the key. He grinned, and, as if suddeoly 
struck with an idea, explained the manner of fastening the door inside.

A new Bapt st church is just being erected, and one or two excel- 
lent schools are in the village (av, not village, Town). 

I must not forget to mention that two of Maj. Harvey's fillies arrived 
at the track to-day. They are sisters, by Albion, out of a Leviathan 
mare, 2and 3 yrs. old. The young one ia sould to Kentucky. Iam in- 
a that both bear a striking resemblance to Albion and to Hiawa 
tha.

Many of the figures of speech and forms of rhetoric which characterize 
western eloguence, partake of the same bombastic and unsound charac- 
ter; this, however, of course not being true of the best of the western 
orators. And all these, words and figures and sentences, while they 
possess a Show of poetical or imaginative character, with more or less of 
its actual essence, are nevertheless as a whole the products of deplorable 
and extreme barrenness of mind and poverty of thought. 
~ But with the gradual growth of population, wealtb, refinement and 
education, there is of course a gradual change in these respects ; the 
phraseology and the intellect of the people improve and develop together.

j imagined that whatever eloquence I might have heard was, at least in 
| Some sense, deficient in the higher and sublimer qualities of oratory. I 
had heard and read much of the great men of our national legislature, 
and fully expected to be charmed beyond measure, in House and Senate, 
| with new revelations of majesty and beauty ; to be educated into a per- 
fect passion for eloquence; to sit long happy days and nights in the halis 
of Congress, listening, a humble scholar, to those great men as they ex- 
pounded or enforced the principles of the laws and the statesmanship of 
the land. The disappointment I experienced was inconceivable. I had 
expected a new kind of speech, something loftier and nobler than I had 
heard before ; but, after hearing the most famous debaters, the world- 
renowxed champions of that great arena, I went home to my boarding- 
house every evening with the mental exclamation, ‘‘Can it be possible 
that all these men have taken lessons in eloquence from the old Metho- 
dist preachers and exhorters of the West ?’’ The most effective and suc- 
cessful of them were those who spoke loudest and with most passion, 
and thumped the desks the hardest, just as it was at the West. I have 
seen Adams and Webster thumping on the desks in front of them as if 
they had no knuckles at all, or wanted to knock them off. The Western 
style of oratory has become American; it is extempore, the thoughts 
suggested by the occasion, and the words such as mustered upon the 
hasty call of the thoughts ; often barsh, or rude, or ill-sounding words ; 
but, nevertheless, words of force, every onc effective ia performing the 
service of the occasion. 

A Western writer, ina sketch of a trip into the State of Kentucky 
about 1806, has occasion to describe one who was an early and splendid 
master of the style of eloquence of which I have spoken. ‘This writer 
had occasion to visit the lower or Green River counties, and on arriving 
at a county town found the co urt just assembling, and a great concourse 
of people from all the region round, gathered together in expectation of 
a trial which bad excited very great interest in all the neighborhood. 
He entered the court-house, an extempore affair—for all the appurten- 
ances of justice, like the speeches of that day and place were improvised. 
The abode of justice was a log-cabin. On one side sat the judge, and the 
sheriff, shouting out ‘‘Ovez, oyez,’’ proclaimed the opening of the court. 
Business was begun, and the docket regularly called ; and in process of 
time this case, so eagerly looked forward to, was put in course of trial ; 
the witnesses were called and examined, and the pleadings commenced. 
The case was a civil suit for damages for slander, brought by a poor or- 
phan girl, whose tair name, her only possession, had been de!amed by the 
defendant, a wealthy man in that region. She had no kinsmen who could 
revenge this great wrong by personal prowess, by the strong hand, as 
the custom of the country would ordinarily have required; and the 
spirited young girl fuund herself perforcs left to the slow resourse of the 
law. The counsel for the plantive, as he appeared to my authority, was 
tall, straight, and rather slender ; of dark, or at least, swarthy features. 
Long black locks fell over his face, an eagle-eye looked keenly from be- 
neath his forehead, and his costume, as unjuridical a dress as could well 
be conceived, was that of a hunter in those woods: buckskin hunting- 
shirt, with fringed border leggins and moccasins. He arose and com- 
menced his speech. As he proceeded, thé-wild backwoodsmen, who had 
gathered from their sports aud antics about the court-house green, crowd- 
ed around, and now brearbless, their attention riveted by the eloquence 
of the speaker. Every niche of the building was crowded, andevery win- 











‘This change is brought about at the West. io great measure, by means of 
the increasing frequency of public speaking. And we must not judge of 
the power exerted upon the people, nor the good done them, merely by 
estimating the amount of positive information furnished by the speaker, | 
and his grade of intelligence. It is from the stimulation which their va- | 
tures experience, from his pouring out and rendering up to them of the | 
treasures of bis own life and soul, that the abiding profit of his work ia 
derived. Now the rude speeches and sermons of the West task and sti- 
mulate the intellects of the people, and set their minds in motion. ‘The 
steam is turned on ; and when that is done, the engine must move for- 
ward or backward, or else explode. It may be admitted—to carry out 
the figure—that an explosion has sometimes happeved, but on the whole, 
the geueral result has been a movement abead. As was naturally to be 
expected, there was undue emphasis, exaggeration, violence, and exceed- 
ing heat. All this was perfectly natural, and to be expected; but from 
this noisy fermentation has come out, afterall, a style of eloquence 
which has become distinctively and emphatically American eloquence. 
The spoken eloquence of New Eogland is for the most part from manu- 
script. Her first settlers brougbt old world forms and fasbions from the 
old world with them. Their preachers were set at an appalling distance 
from their congregations. Between the pulpit, perched far up toward 
the ceiling, and the seats, was an awful abysmal depth. Above the lofty 
desk was uimly seen the white cravat, and above that the head of the 
preacher. His eye was averted and fastened downward upon his manu- 
script, and his discourse, or exercitation, or whatever it might be, was 
delivered in a monotonous, regular cadence, probably relieved from time 
to time by some quaint biunder, the resulc of indistinct penmanship, or 
dim religious light. It was not this preacher’s business to arouse his 
audience. The theory of the worsbip of the period was opposed to that. 
His people did not wish excitement or stimulus,-or astonishment, or 
agitation. They simply desired information ; they wished to be in- 
structed ; to have their judgment informed, or their reason enlightened.

As the hot and scorching wind of his sarcism and in- 
vective swept through the audience, their eyes flashed and their bosoms 
heaved ; he carried their very souls captive, and every man of them 
made the orphan’s cause his own. So utterly did the assembly pass be- 
neath the influence and into the spirit of that indignant and terrible de 

nunciation, that had the slanderer been on the spot it is very doubtful 
whether he would bave left the place alive. And when the words of this 
back woods counsel were ended, the jury, without retiring from their 
seat, brought in a verdict fur heavy damages. 


Some years thereafter, and just subsequently to the war of 1812, this 
same writer had occasion to be in the State of Indiana, and was near one 
of Harrison’s battle-grounds. Early in the morning he rose and rode out 
to see the scene of the fighi ; and first he repaired to a spot where, un- 
derneath a broad and noble tree, was a little mound of earth without 
paling or defence, and with no stone to mark the head of him who rested 
there—for he had come to visit the grave of the eloquent advocate whom 
he had heard in Kentucky. Here lay the successful lawyer, the all- 
powerful orator, the brave soldier, the noble and upright man, the hus- 
band of the sister of Chief Justice Mar-hall, the man who had held Aaron 
Burr at bay, and who opposed and exposed the plots with which that 
arch seduced was wiling away honest citizens to treason and death; the 
equal antagonist of Henry Clay, and who, if instead of falling at the bat- 
tle of Tippecanoe, he had lived as long as Clay, would have won as high, 
if not a higher place, than did even that great crator ofthe West. Such 
was he who is yet familiarly spoken of and cherished in memory through- 
out all the West as\Jo Hamilton Daviess, one of the noblest, most lofty 
minded, loftily and daringly ambitious, and yet one of the most simple- 
hearted and truthful of all the eminent men that the fruitful border land 
has yet produced. 

I have mentioned the name of him who was then the rival of Daviess. 
No two men are more perfect representatives and ideals of that Western 
mind whose qualities and productions I have feebly endeavored to de 
scribe. They came from the people, and were rocked in the cradle of 
adversity. Their eyes were disciplined in the rights, and their eare to 
the sounds of the forest. They were the ready and sensitive and diligent 
students of nature, in all her stern and barsh and rugged forms, and in 
all her sweet sylvan beauties. Waterfalls and the quiet voice of placid 
streams, the vivid verdure of the spring and the warm luxurious breath 
of summer ; the cold and the rigid frosts, the white still snow and the 
bitter furious storms of winter; the sound of the battle too, and the 
alarms and perils of war—a!l these had trained them. ‘They bore throb- 
bing hearts, often vivid with excitment and wild with passion ; and 
their audiences were men of like mold and hearts, and like passions with 
themselves. Thus they found congental materials to be worked upon ; 
tree, open, sensitive and truthful souls, ready to receive the impress of 
their burning genius ; and for men like them, stirting in any professional 
career, either as lawyer, statesman or divine, no nobleror fitter materials 
could have been found. ys : 

Thus did Henry Clay embark upon the career of a lawyer's life, his 
heart in his band ; his nature io full and free sympathy with that of the 
masses ; always true to freedom and justice, and no respecter of persous ; 
enforcing as occasion served that perilous duty of the emancipation of 
the negro race; serving a writ for the keeper of a dram-shop, upon a 
distinguished lawyer, for drinks and liquor unpaid for, and so securing 
the undying hostility of an influential man. At one bound he springs 
into the foremost rank of the legal talent of the day He is little learned 
in books ; he has not moved even in the graceful society of bis own ba- 
tive Virginia ; it must be the movements of the trees bending in the 
wind that have taught him his grace and dignity of attitude and gesture. 
He has spent little time over the great works of Greek and Roman ora- 
tors; it is his own earnest convictions, his piercing intelligence, bis true 
sympathies and keen perceptions and instiacts, that reveal to him what 
are the thoughts required, and words in which they should be clothed. 
Thus profoundly true, and wondrously adapted to that coumunity, he 
becomes tbe master of the intellect of the West. Stepping by a transi- 
tion so natural and common, from law into politics, he enters the United 
States Senate, and either there or in the House becomes the head of the 
party who advocated the last war with Great Britain; and boldly and 
determinedly leads the van ia upholding the Government, in the face of 
many bitter adversaries aod with many faint friends, and against the 
whole embodied opposition of New England. Sent to Europe as com- 
missioner to conclade the treaty of Ghent, together with Adams, Bayard, 
Gallatic, and Russell, he is a controlling spirit in the negotiations ; and 
Lord Castlereagh, one of the most polished and finished of the courtiers 
of Europe, from youth familiar with the most refined and aristocratic 8o 
ciety of the Old World, pronounces this untutored child of the wilderness 
the most elegant and accomplished gentleman he had ever seen. Return- 
ing home, he passes from one post of honor and distinction to another, 
receiving almost every office in the gift of the people except the highest ; 
and links his name, together with one or two others, to every great 
event and epoch in our history from that date almost to the present. 
1820, 1832, 1850, found Clay and Webster standing side by side; fore- 
most in withstanding every storm. Against each onset, they stood, like 

some colossal monumental forms, breasting the full tempest and malig- 
nity of ite fury, sometimes so utterly hiddea in the darkness and rage of 
the elements, that they seem to be tottering and falling, to be ground 
to atoms far below. But they not only outlast, but govern the wild ele- 
ments that assault them; they “ride the whirlwind and direct the 
storm.’’ And as they thus stood so often, 80 shall stand for hundreds 
of years to come the names of the two great men, One from the West and

one from the North; the graceful-Ash of Kentucky, and the massive 
Granite Block of New Hampshire. 





Henry Clay had not the culture, the profound legal lore, the thorough- 
ly disciplined logical faculty, of Webster; nor his broad and dome-like 
brow, of the deep and cavernous eyes from which flashed forth such pro- 
found and mighty fires when he stood before Bench or Senate. But 
Henry Clay, graceful, agile, dextruus, full of fire and passion, yet with a 
will fixed as fate, a born commander of men—the joy and light of every 
social circle he entered ; loved by women as no man on this Continent 
has ever been ; and for whose defeat in 1844 [ suppose more women’s 
tears were shed than for any single event before—stands before us the il- 
lustrious type and representative of the eloquence of the Western coun- 
try. And, take him for all in all, as man of the people and orator of 
the people, whatever his short-comings or failings, it will be many a 
long year before we look upon his like again ! 

I cannot conclude without a brief reference to a few writers whose works 
embody most of the peculiar traits and oddities, fun, humor, and wit, of 
the Southwestern United States. These are, Col. [. B. Thorpe, now of 
New York, Johnson Hooper, of Alabama, and Judge Longstreet, of Mis- 
sissippi. ‘Thorpe’s ‘‘Bee-Hunter’’ is an unrivalled sketch of the times 
of the first pioneers in ArRansas. Judge Longstreet, whom I am half 
sorry, half glad, to own as fellow Methodist preacher, is the author of 
“Georgia Scenes ;’’ and Johnson Hooper wrote that famous and most 
characteristic book, ‘‘The Adventures of Simon Suggs.’’ These, and 
other works of these three gentlemen, contaia the fullest and most char- 
acteristic delineation of the ways of thinking, acting, and speaking, in 
those distant regions, anywhere to be found in print.

It was a most impertinent question. And it was proposed to me—or 
rather hurled at me—by my Thought, as I eat cosily last evening by my 
fire.

MAY IN THE CENTRAL PARK. 


A day of real May weather in May, such as the sentimental poets sing 
of, no rational New-Yorker ever expects to see. Borrowing its name 
from the mother of Mercury, this falsely facinating month, the very 
thought of which is so enchanting in mid-winter, seems to have bor- 
rowed with the mother’s musical name, something of the son’s sly 
and deceitful nature. Our days of May oscillate between the chills of 
November and the heats of July. Of the two extremes the second is cer- 
tainly at once the most timely and the most tolerable; and everybydy 
accordingly rejoiced in the sudden Summer which on Sunday overcame 
the metropolis. Everybody and everything. The trees felt the grateful 
change, and brightened almost visibly with every genial moment, intoa 
brighter glow of vernal foliage. The turfin pent-up city areas and un- 
kept city squares rejoiced in a brief semblance of green fields and rural 
meadows. If ever there was what the farmers call a day of ‘‘growing 
weatber,’’ it was yesterday. This we could all of us see by merely walk- 
ing the streets, or looking at the flower-pots in the house-windows. It 
was only in the Central Park, however, that the glory of the growing 
could be fully appreciated. There, on the slopes and lawns which are 
emerging with so steady and artistic a development into a new world of 
sylvan beauty; on the little borders of turf which brighten the road- 
sides ; on the budding boughs of the young trees, the fruitfui presence 
of the sun made itself delightfully visible. 
The whole Park seemed to be singing the good old English song : 
‘‘Summer is y-comen in.”’ 
Thousands, of both sexes and of every age, quiet, orderly, happy, 
were there to listen and to join in this glad outburst of reviving nature. 
In carriages, on horseback and on foot, they wandered over this noble 
paradise of the people, inbaling health and cheerfulness enough, we 
doubt not, to balance the distracting outlay of both which May-day 
forces upon our locomotive population. Thanks to some mysterious crime 
of our forefathers, the curse of the Wandering Jew has been fixed upoo 
all New-York which live in rented houses. Tbe repose and relief of a 
few hours in the Park must have besn doubly precious yesterday to the 
unfortunate wretches who had been hunted from east to west and north 
to sout!: through the rainy days of last week by remorseless carmen, and 
had suffered all the pangs and sorrows incident to a process which Frank - 
lin declared to be equal to ‘‘three fires.’’ ‘ 
The numbers who yesterday thus profited by the first day of Sammer 
were much larger than on the corresponding day of last year. More 
well-conducted they were not, simply because they could not be. The 
admirable order which prevails on the Central Park is of itself a moral 
lesson and encouragement, which in the midst of the official corruption 
and general municipal disarray of the times, is a rich return for all that 
we have spent and mean to spend in making the Park. It proves how 
easily all the scandals which now alarm our own thinkers and disgust 
the rest of mankind, might be made to disappear from American society. ° 
Give us at Albany, at the City Hall, or the Federal Capital, the same ho- 
nest energy and upright discipline which have ruled in the affairs of the 
Park, and it would soon be found that Americans are no more insensible 
than other people to the charms of decency and the advantages of order. 
No monarchy can make 80 creditable a show of its subjects as this worat- 
governed of Republican cities makes of its free citizens in the Central 
Park. ‘The signs which we r nize all over the place, of responsible 
and respectable authority, a ng to the business of the people with 
scrupulous fidelity, impress themselves at once on the popular mind and 
command its respect. The police of the Park, for exampie, carries in its

he duction and acclimatisation of exotic animals both for ornament 

é f use, the original scheme was frustrated or postponed by the force of 
*-oymetances or by errorsin management. The farm at Kingston was 
a oned several years ago; and with the exception of the introduction 
of the Sandwich Island goose, the ashy-headed goose, and a few other 
minor species of birds, nothing was done until 1852 or 1853, when the 
acclimatisation of the eland, now considered a fait accompli, may be said 
to have commenced. Their next successful effort was the introduction 
of certain species of Himalayan pheasants in 1847; and as there is suffi- 
cient evidence of the favorable result of that experiment, it is probable 
that they will make efforts to complete it. ; 

The peculiarly utilitarian impulse given to natural science in France, 
aided in no small degree by the _Report on certain questions relative to 
the naturalization of useful animals by M. Isidore Geoffroy St. Hilaire, 
ublished at the request of the Minister of Agriculture, gave birth to 

the Imperial Zoological Societe d’ Acclimatisation, which has been so univer- 
gally received and supported, that its muster roll is now perfectly cosmo- 
polite, and includes already fourteen sovereigns, with working members 
in every country in Europe, and many beyond its limits. The activity 
which has affiliated half a dozen branch societies throught the depart- 
ments of France; the introduction of the yak, by M. Montigny; the 
acclimatisation of two species of silk moth and the production of a fer- 
tile bybrid between these species ; and the*introduction of the igname 
and the sorgbo :apidly following each other, mate the necessity of esta- 
blishing a vivarium, specially adaped to the purposes of acclimatisation, 
to contain a collection of acclimatised species, and to become a cen- 
tre from which the operations of the Society could be extended in 
every direction on @ large and solid scale, so apparent, that at the 
end of the season of 1858, it was determined to carry out the 
schemes which had been foreseen and provided for from the foun- 
dation of the Society. A section of the Bois de Boulogne, compre- 
hending nearly forty acres of salubrious soil, has been appropriated 
by the city of Paris to- the purposes of this vivarium and garden, 
and we may presume that all the appliances which experience and 
ingenuity can bring to bear upon the undertaking will be made avail- 
able for its completion. The great defect of all existing vivaria is the 
total want of plan with which they have been commenced. Taking 
their origio in very small beginnings, buildings have been huddled to- 
gether without any arrangement or without any consideration of the 
possibility of future development, so that at last when they have as- 
sumed Jarger proportions, everything is in the wrong place. If Bacon 
bad practically realised his Atlantic ‘‘trial plage,’’ he would have divided 
it inte regions for each of the principal divisions of the animal kingdom 
as far as they were known to him ; and in each region be would bad an 
arrangement complete in itself, forming part again of the harmonious 
whole. Tbe projectors of the Paris Garden of Acclimatisation have seen 
the error of their predecessors, and the different groups of insects, fish, 
birds, and mammalia, will be placed in an orderly sequence. Their series 
being limited to acclimatisable species of utility or ornament, is necessarily 
limited in extent, and will present great lacuna, if erroneously looked 
at as a representation of the whole zoological system. But the principle 
of order even in this restricted application is iafinively more instructive 
to the public, as well as more convenient in management, than the mis- 
cellaneous chaos which assimilated the earlier zoological establishments 
to the wandering menageries that used to perambulate the country. 

One of the most remarkable impressions created by a visit to our owao 
well-stocked Zoological Garden is the wonderful capacity of certain 
groups of animals, individually natives of many climates, to adapt them- 
selves to one which differs so essentially from any of their own. We 
have, for example, the Polynesian Sandwich Island goage, the Austra- 
lian swan goose, the South African shieldrake, the East and West african 
spurwings, the South American chloephage, the North American sum- 
mer duck, and the Chinese mandarin, all living side by side, and moat of 
them breeding there. In the little Guide Book, drawn up by the late 
aud present Secretaries, we find a list of forty species of water-fowl, which 
seem to be subjected to nearly the same treatment, regardless of their 
orlgin. And large as is this list, it might, doubtless, be greatly increas- 
ed. We have all the ostriches, the South American, Australian, Mala- 
sian, and African; we bave the little Australian grass parrots, living 
with the Bengale copsychus and the North American quail; the New 
Zealand flightless weka, by the side of the tiger bittern from Nicaragua ; 
we have the Australian bower bird, and the Honduras turkey in the 
sae aviary ; we have the South American tapirs in the next box to the 
Nubian leucoryx, and the South African elands. The great Wapiti deer 
of Canada adjoins the wild beeste on one side, and the Persian deer on 
the other ; and vis a vis to the zebras lives the golden barasingha of As- 
sam. The obvious conclusion from these facts is, that if properly treat- 
ed in suitable localities, the greater part of the ruminants, gallinaceous 
birds, and water-fow! of- the known world, may be as certainly acclima- 
“0 in Europe as the fallow-deer, the pheasant, the pea-fowl, and the 
urkey, 

Let us take the deer for example. How many

inethe deer parks of England? How many hundreds of thousands of 
acres are Covered by the deer forests of Scotland? And in all this terri- 
tory, with all this luxury of sporting domains, our great proprietors 
have but the red-deer, the fallow-deer, and the roe. We trust it may be 
said, without excessive offence to our Highland friends, that the red-deer 
‘ives almost always under unnatural conditions in Scotland ; compare a 
head of any age in Harris, or even the finest head in Blair Atbol or 
breadalbane, with a head of sixty-four points from the Odenwald, and 
you will see that in the woodlands of Central Europe, and thence East- 
ee to the Carpathians, this noble beast is in his home. No one regrets 
, ving red-deer in Scotland, the Western verge of their geographical 
“| notwithstanding their reduced heads; and being content with 
such heads as we can grow there, why hesitate to add other species which 
mad thrive at least as well and enhance the interest of the forest a 
undred fold ? 
Ray red-deer marches on the shores of the Black Sea with a grand 
wd ve color, with a longer skull, a whiter rump, and heavier 
sortalink ich probably extends through the mountains of Asia Minor, and 
Keabanie gen along the Caucausus through Persia to the Valley of 
the Zool it not still further to Nipal.

the epposite side of the world, in Yucatan, or in the countries adjoining, 
there lives a deer nearly as large as the barasingha, of which the Ameri- 
can Fur Company sometimes has ekins; a golden deer as well, but red- 
der—just as we see the orange sunset deeper than the pale gold of 
morning. This deer is Joubtless of the North American form, without | 
brow antlers (Curiecus), of which the half dozen known species would | 
establish themselves in Europe without the slightest difficulty, jast as we | 
may expect to see the South American Blastocerus paludosus, which ex- 
tends from Buenos Ayres to Patagonia, propagated from the pair given 
to the Zoological Society by Mr. Christie, now Her Majesty’s Minister in 
Brazil, when he was plenipotentiary to the Argentine republic. A 
charming little hardy species this, which is singularly marked with a 
white circle round the eye. Cross the Andes and we have a roe as large 
as a fallow-deer, the gemul of Molina, perhaps, although he called it 
Equus bisculus ; this is a most desirable species, and graceful, no doubt, 
as ourown. ‘There is, also, the Tartarian roe, which, living in Siberia, 
would not lose by transportation to the West. Out of forty-two species 
of deer, exclusive of the little mouse-deer of tropical India, there is 
scarcely one which would not adapt itself to our seasons. 

The same may be said of many of the antilopes. The largest, the 
heaviest, and altogether the most useful, is the canna, or eland, and its 
congener the jingli-janga of the Gambia. The eland is the gibier par 
excellence of the South African wilderness ; his brisket is ‘‘the danty bit 
they set before the king.’’ Every travelling sportsman in Caffraria 
agrees upon the fine quality of this meat, an’ a trial made in England 
in the beginning of last year, under very unfavorable circumstances, 
fully confirms all that they have said; for the eland is no longer ex- 
clusively Atrican. In the catalogue of the animals living at Knowsley, 
when the late Earl of Derby died in 1851, figured five elands, two males 
and three females, one of which had been born there. The Zoological 
Society succeeded to this little herd by bequest. The noble collector 
had been their President for more than twenty years; he had witnessed 
the decline of the establishment in the Regent’s Park to all but inani- 
tion in 1847 with regret, and had rejoiced in the subsequent resuscita- 
tion which the council in their last report have candidly and handsomely 
acknowledged to be due to the exertion and ability of their former Se- 
cretary, Mr. Mitchell.* Desirous of marking his sympathy with this 
improved management, Lord Derby directed that whatever group of 
animals should be considered most eligible, for the purpose of acclimati- 
sation, at the time of his death, should be transferred from the Knows- 
ley collection in its entirety to the Society’s possession. By the advice 
of Mr. Mitchell the elands were most judiciously cbosen, and the result 
has justified all the expectations which he formed of them. ‘The pro- 
gress of acclimatisation, which is now perfected, is related in a short pa- 
per_published in the ‘‘Bulletin de Ja Suciete Imperiale d’ Acclimatation,”’ 
an ®ubsequently noticed in the report of the Society, read at their last 
auniversary. It aj;pears, from the table given in this document, that 
up to the 29th of April last twenty eland calves had been produced in 
England from the Kuowsley stock, independently of any which may 
have been obtained from three of the earliest born females, which were 
exported to the Continent. If the whole number had been kept to- 
geth up to this time, as was, we believe, the intention of Mr. Mitchell, 
the united herd would not count less than thirty head. With sucha 
commencement it is clear that the progress of this interesting labor 
would have gone on much more rapidly, aid that the next five years, 
— of ten, would have made the eland not uncommon in our 
parks. 

_ The merit of the first step towards the acclimatisation of the eland in 

Jngland is incontestibly due te the late Lord Derby. More than twelve 
years ago his first importation arrived. They bred; but he unfor- 
tunately parted with a male. Accident reduced his stock to a single fe- 
male, who remained barren. Nothing discouraged he recommenced, 
aod ia 1851 the animals, so soon transferred to the Zoological Society, 
arrived—the females in February, the males in Juty. They were young, 
and their first calf was not born until 1853—since then the work bas 
proceeded with great success. eHerds of this noble antelope have beea 
founded at Hawkstone by Viscount Hill, at Taymouth by the Marquis of 
Breadalbane, and at Tatton by Egerton. ‘Ine stock of the Society is still 
strong and vigorous, and will, if well managed, continue to supply the 
nuclei of future home-bred herds—fur which applications are constantly 
made—for years to come. 

_Lord Hill was the first to profit by the opportunity offered by the So- 
ciety, and he has now no less than eight of these animals roaming in his 
deer-park, after having slaughtered a six-year-old male for the table in 





| wingipg their bird-like flight by a quick succession of those singularly 


elastic leaps, which have given rise to its colonial appellation, and which 
enable it to surpass as well in swiftness as in grace almost every other 
mammiferous quadruped.’’ 

Among the most attractive objects at Knowsley was a little herd of In- 
dian antelopes which subsequently passed into the possession of Lord 
Hill. As venison this creature has no pretension to compete with the 
spring-bok, but as an ornamental animal it is equal toany. When the 
Indian antelopes were let out into the paddock which adjoins their house, 
the old buck led off in a succession of bounds and generally landed him- 
self in the middle of the space ; after going attentively round, he slowly 
advanced until seeing some branch, or leaf, or blade of dried grass even, 
which excited his distrust, he cleared it with a vault into the air which 
would have carried him over the highest fence in all the wide domain: one 
by one the herd followed him, and as they came up to the object, every one 
of them, down to the fawn ofa week old, execut:d exactly the same 
tour de force, each according to its ability, and then came a general gallop 
—a wild career, round and round, until stopped by another caprice, the 
old buck pulled up with another high bound, and stood fixed like a sta- 
tue. 

There was a herd of spring boks, too, in former days, of whose surpass- 
ing value the late Lord Derby was perfectly sensible. They began to 
breed in the most promising way, and it was his intention to have turned 
them out in the park, where they would doubtless have succeeded as well 
as roe-deer : but this design was suddenly.cut short by an accidental 
panic which seized them while shut up in a small house during a thun- 
derstorm. They were found in such a state of broken bones that nearly the 
the whole herd died of their injuries, and an opportunity of recommenc- 
ing the experiment did not occur in his lordship’s lifetime. Sir George 
Grey has lately given a pair of spring-boks to the Zoological Society, and 
we earnestly recommend that no pains ba spared to propagate this most 
charming little animal. 

The contingencies which are so liable to happen when the stock of a 
new animal is limited in number, constitute one of the greatest obstacles 
in first attempts at acclimatisation. A great collection was accumulated 
at Knowsley ; it took five and twenty years to bring it to a useful state ; 
and then when by great perseyerance aad expense the breeding stock of 
llamas, alpacas, zebras, deer and antelopes of many species, had been 
got up to a head which in five years more would have made large and 
permanent results possible, the invalid possessor succumbed to increased 
ill-health and died. ‘The fiat for dispersion was pronounced, the whole 
work crumbled away, and nothing remains to mark the magnitude of 
his labors except the acelimatised elands and the two privately printed 
volumes, entitled ‘Gleanings in the Menagerie at Knowsley Hall,’’ which 
contain but scanty notices of a small though remarkable portion of the 
collection. With bis life, the mechanism which had been prepared for 
future operations ceased like a watch unwound. His heir, whether for- 
tunately for his countey or not, had other tastes more usual in his sta~ 
tion, and giving his great talents and resourses to the leadership of a po- 
litical party, he naturally felt little inclined to maintain the somewuat 
costly luxury of a family of 1500 birds and beasts when were neither rab- 

bit, bare, nor pheasant. In October 1851 the elements of acclimatisation 
which bad been brought together at so vast an expenses were disperse’, 
by asale which produced some £6000, 

The menagerie at Knowsley was undoubtedly the largest private col- 
lection of modern times, and it is to be regretted that no accurate account 
of it has been preserved. When it is remembered that a hundred acres 
were devoted to it, with countless buildings, plain indeed and almost un- 
sightly, but of ample size, uncontrolled by any restrictions of a public 
nature, it will be seen that Knowsley possessed elements of success which 
can scarcely be reproduced until some one with equal means, equal en- 
thusiasm, and more knowledge, takes up the subject. The most practi- 
cal method is that which has been pursued with the elands and wapiti in 
Eogland, and the yaks in France. If a hundred of our great proprietors 
woula each give up the necessary space and money to cultivate a single 
species of no matter how great or how little importance, the result in 
twenty years would infinitely surpass all that could ever have been done 
by so miscellaneous and comparatively unmanageable an assemblage as 
that warvellous accumulation of which we still speak with affection and 
regret. 

Lord Derby had anticipated the Zoological Society with the great ant- 
eater, with many deer, antelopes, and bovines, of which many have 
never been poasessed by the Society to this day. But then he took extra- 
ordinary weans; men were sent to Singapore, to India, to the Cape, to 





January last. Though anything but fat, this first essay of the quality of 
English eland venison satisfactorily corroborated the character unani- 
mously given to it by African sportsmen, travellers, and colonists ; the 
verdicts were taken in not a few gastronomic laboratories—royal, noble, 
and scientitic—@fwhich one only dissented the rest, evidently be- 
cause the Archimagirus, prejudiced against the innovation, dried the 
succulent viand by bad roastinz. Le retisseur est ne. Careme labored for a 
year in perpetual roasting, to complete his studies, after he was a good 
cook, notwithstanding that he had a natural gift for this peculiar branch 
of art. Professor Owen was the first to give public testimony to the 
value of the roasted eland in a lutter to the ‘‘Times,’’ and it is only jus- 
tice to Messrs. Staples to say here, that never was a dinner more sedul- 
ously cooked, or more moderately charged fer, than that at which the 
Professor subsequently presided at the Albion, to make a further and 
not less satisfactory essay on the qualities of the brisket braise. 

Nothing can be more stately than the eland leading out his family 
along the lovely slopes at Hawkstone, where a great rocky ridge rises in 
the midst of the park, and stretches nearly through it, affording every 
variety of shelter. There the pale twany flanks of the antelope glisten 
in the morning light ; infinitely surpassing the dun deer in color, while 
they rival them in grace, their great size makes the immediate objects 
of attention. Their clean small legs, full of power, push them over hill 
and dale at a tremendous pace, and if an obstacle opposes, their faculty of 
leaping is almost incredible compared with their weight. 

As an ornamental animal nothing can exceed the e!and except perhaps 
the koodoo, which under similar treatment might be acclimatised with 
equal certainty. As an addition to our economical resources, it appears 
to be no way inferior. It combines extraordinary quality of flesh with 
rapid growth, fecundity, and hardiness, in which is is not exceeded by 
our best short Lorns, which on the other hand very often fail to reproduce 
through excess of the fattening property, or from too closely related blood. 
It is not too much to expect that in twenty years eland.venison will be 
at least an attainable article of food ; and seeing the rapidity with which 
it arrives at maturity, its weight, and its capacity for feeding, it is quite 
possible that before the expiration of the century it may be removed 
from the category of animals of luxury to the more solid and useful list 
of the farm. 

What has been proved in regard to the acclimatisation of the eland 
may be predicated of the spring-bok, a lovely little antelope ab ut the 
size of the roe, which inhabits the eland country in countless thousands, 
is of most surpassing grace, and excellent as venison. Capt. Sir Corn- 
wallis Harris gives a picturesque sketch of the spring-vok which we quote 
at second hand from the ‘‘Garden Guide,’’ p. 59. 

‘‘Amongst the many striking novelties which present themselves to 
the eye ofthe traveller in Southern Africa, there are perbaps few objects 
more conspicuous or more beautiful than the dancing herds of graceful 
spring-boks, which speckle the broad plains of the interior, as well as 
some of the more remote districts of the Colony. It not unfrequently 
happens, indeed, that the wide-stretching landscapes literally offers no 
other object to rivet the attention—countless myriads of these interest- 
ing ornaments of the desert, which are apparently identical with the 
Jzebi of the Hebrews, being scattered like flocks of sheep over the plains 
and valleys ; abounding at times to such an incredible extent, that the 
whole face of the country, far as the eye can sweep, is absolutely white 
with their congregated multitudes. 

‘‘Matchless in the symmetry of its form, the spring-bok is measureless- 
ly the most elegant and remarkable species of the comprehensive group 
to which it pertains. The dazzling contrast betwixt the lively cianamon 
of its back, and the snowy whitness of the lower parte, is agreeably 
heightened by the intensely rich chesnut bands which traverse the flanks 
—its dark beaming eye, withits innocent and lamb-like expression of 
face, and the showy folds of gossamer on the haunches—displayed or con- 
cealed at the animal’s volition—combining to render it one of the most 
beautiful objects in the animal creation. As the traveller advances over 
the trackless expanse, hundreds of this delicately-formed antelope bound 
away on either side of his patb with meteor-like aod sportive velocity, 





* These sheets were already in the hands of the printer when the deplorable 
event occurred which so painfully terminated the honorable and useful career 
of this gentleman. The services he had already rendered to natural history in 
England, he was about to continue on a more extended scale in France ; and in 
a letter we received from him within a very few days of his a oe he 
assured us that the new Garden of Acclimatisation in the Bois de ae 
which had been placed by the Emperor of the French under his superintendence, 
would realise and surpass the fondest dreams of the naturalist. We owe it to 
the memory of Mr. Mitchell to state, that we have chiefly derived from himself 
whatever may be most worthy of notice in the 3 now submitted to the 
reader, and that the present state of the science of the acclimatisation of ani- 





var to which this article is devoted, had no better or surer guide than his ex- 
ence. 


the Rocky Mountains, to Central America, to Norway, to Lapland, to 
Tunis. In Western Africa he had an annual expedition for some fifteen 
years, with very various results. Never discouraged by failure, wherev- 
er there was a prospect of extending the field of enterprise, funds were 
forthcoming, and many a collector not actually in his service received 
liberal subsidies, to enable him to continue labors which would otherwise 
have been wholly unprofitable. That his liberality was abused is not 
to be wondered at ; and he sometimes indulged in a gentle smile at the 
fapacity with which one of bis regular purveyors continued to extort 
high prices for objects which he already possessed in duplicate, or for 
which no other person would have given half the amount. 

As acclimatisation is evidently a slow and somewhat tedious process, it 
is much to be admired that our neighbors across the Channel have put it 
upon @ sounder footing, and have not only instituted a powerful Suciety 
to inaugurate the movement, but have advanced so far as to give practi- 
cal effect to their seven years’ literary preparation by subscribing a suffi- 
cient capital to found the establishmeut which we have already noticed, 
in the most favorable situation in the Bois de Boulogne. UHvre the first 
operations will be carried out on a scale of completeness which is in- 
tended to combine everything that has been already achieved by preced- 
ing experience either in ancient or moderu times. All that Bacon fore- 
shadowed ; all that Lord Derby longed for ; all that the inherent desire 
to excel can lead the energetic people of France to anticipate or aspire to 
in a pursuit towards which popular attention is from day to day more 
forcibly attracted, will most probably be accomplished. Whether the 
large measure of success which the incentive of M. Geoffroy St. Hilaire 
ha3 led them to aim at will be attained—whether the long interval to 
which the eland acclimatisation has put a limit will be permanently brok- 
en down—whether or not new species will be annually added to our 
parks, to our farms, and to our poultry-yards, the attempt deserves the 
highest approbation and all the support it receives from the Government 
and the Municipalicies of France. The nature of the eatablispment obvi- 
ates all the uncertainty of private collections, and its specific object con- 
trols the caprice of board management: it affords more probability of 
success than we have hitherto seen in Z»ological Gardens or in the *Me- 
nagerie d Observation Zoologique’ attached te the Museum of Natural 
History. 








Tue CentraL Park.—We hope that public opinion and the press wil] 
cordially unite to put down all invasion of the Central Park by improper 
vehicles and improperly behaved persons. At present, not a public place 
is sacred against disgusting intrusion, and as a matter of course our 
Parks are deserted by the better classes of our population. Central Park, 
to be of any value, must be free from the evil we complain of, and we are 
therefore delighted that a ‘‘business regulation’ was recently enforced for 
the protection of the Park. The ,‘‘Superintendents,”’ in justification of 
their conduct say :— 

The regulations posted at the gates forbid ‘vehicles not ordinarily used 
for please-driving,’’ toenter. I understand that the wagon driven by 
Mr. Bateman bore a sign, distinctly indicating it to be a business wagon. 
It was first allowed that business wagons, when conveying women OF 
children, should be considered as ure vehicles for the time being, 
but it was found that fish pedlars and others took up women and children 
for the purpose of gaining admission to the Park for their wagons, 
it was evident that if wagons with signs were allowed to enter, when 
conveying women and children, advantage would soon be taken of this 
permission, merely for advertising purposes. Instructions have there- 
fore been given the keepers to allow no vehicles, bearing signs, to be 
driven on the pleasure drives, and the keeper who requested Mr. Bate- 
man to leave, was simply doing his duty. It is desirable, when com- 
plaint is made of the conduct of any one of the park-keepers, that the 
number of the keeper should be given.

Faro men, roulette men, all man- 
ner of card-sharpers literally swarmed over the premises and carriagefulls 
of ‘‘social evils’’ undertook to represent the gentler sex. We heard little 
betting, though as much as 100 to 20 was sometimes offered on Patchen. 
That Allen’s forte is the wagon seems to be the general impression, but he 
was so easily defeated by Patchen on tie 16th, that few thought him 
able to compete with the big borse under any rig. Time betting was 
more lively, 2:25 being freely backed—and as freely taken—the knowing 
ones having an idea (quite correct as the event proved) that Eshan was 
not up to his last year’s work when he trotted against Flora. There 
was a great delay in getting the horses out, and so we sat down, think- 
ing of the Derby that had been run a few hours before, and woodering 
what had become of Umpire, till at 4 P,M. the competitors made their 
appearance, Allen in an oak, and Patchen ina chocolate wagon, and after 
two false starts got off for the 

Firet heat—Patchen drew the pole; they trotted together round the 
turn and about half way to the quarter, when Allen broke and floundered 
about till he lost nearly four lengths. Patchen passed the quarter pole 
in 87 sec. In the second quarter Allen put his best leg foremost, and 
with the help of the big horse waiting a little for him, lapped Patchen 
a he passed the half mile in 1:13}. In the third quarter the gallant 
ao bay got very nearly even, but as they swung into the homestretch 

‘ _— slipped away and won by two good lengths in 2:27}. 

Second beat—Off after three false starts. Ethan skipped and Patcben 
led a length round the turn. Ethan then closed on him in gallant style. 
Patchen was only a neck ahead at the quarter pole (37 sec.) In these. 
cond quarter they were locked like a pair, and as they passed the half 
mile in 1:12} it was hard to say which had the best of it. All through 
the third quarter the struggle continued, Etban occasionally falling back 
a neck and then coming up even; but when they reached the straight 
Patchen, as usual, seemed only just beginning to trot, and sliding away 
from his competitor crossed the score two lengths and a half in advance. 
This heat appeared to be trotted very fast, and there was a general im- 
pression among the outsiders that 2:254 or even 2:25 had been reached. 
The Judges, however, announced 2:26, which, after all, is the best second 
heat ever trotted to wagons. 

Third heat-——Although Allen cooled off rather better than Patchen, 
there could be no doubt of the result. They got the word on the third 
trial. Allen broke twice in the first quarter and once in the second, the 
Jersey horse going on apparently at his leisure just ahead of him to the 
quarter in 39 sec., and to the half mile in 1:15}. In the third quarter 
there was no daylight between them, but the homestretch showed a re- 
petetion of the old story, Patchen gradually opening out and winning by 
a length and a quarter in 2:31. Summary :

FROM GALLATIN TO LOUISVILLE—THE GALT HOUSE—ADAMS’ EXPRESS—A DEAR 
OLD FRIEND FOUND—HBARTS OF OLD AND NEW FRIENDS-——-THE STABLES— 
THE TRACK—THE RAIN AND THE RACES—THE RETURN, XC 


Gat Hovssg, Lovisvittz, Ky., May 22 


My Dear Colonel,—I left Gallatin at 6 o’clock on Sunday morning, on 
my way to Louisville. On the road we pass through a very fertile coun- 
try, until we reach Elizabethtown, when we came to the wildest place I 
have ever seen, at least within so short distance from civilization. For 
several miles we run through tunnels cut through solid rocks, over yawn” 
ing gulfs, from two to four hundred feet deep, between mountains, 
four or five hundred feet high, around fearfully short curves, and by the 


side of precipices which made me tremble to look down. 

Arrived at Louisville at 2:30 p. m., and started at once to the Galt 
Houre, of course, where I was very agreeably surprised to find one of 
the best hotels I had ever seen, aud was placed in a very clean, comforta- 
ble, and altogether pleasant room. My trunks not having arrived, how- 
ever, I looked in the Directory, and finding the residence of an old and 
much esteemed friend, I brushed some of the dust off my travelliag 
garments, and hastened to the designated place. How happy is the 
meeting of old friends after being long separated! To see each other 
we forget the conveutionalities of society, and literally rush into each 
otbers arms! How delightful! 

The morning of Monday dawned beautifully, and the whole town ex- 
pected a delightful day—a portion at the Woodlawn course, and the 
remainder at a Pic-nic got up for the benefit of the orphans. Through 
the politeness of W. E. Mirron, Esq., the Secretary of the Club, and Mr. 
Brunt, I wag enabled to reach the track at a very early hour, and thu, 
had an opportunity of making a thorough survey of everything before 
the crowd arrived. 

My first effort was to procure an introduction to Mr. Carrott, the 
Superintendent, who conducted me to the stable of Col. Joun Campsei. 
(Ep. Harris, trainer), where I felt at home, and proceeded to make a 
list of horses expected to compete for this week’s prizes. Except that 
Lizzie M’Donald bas been sent to Wagner, the Colonel’s stable is the 
same as at Memphis, Joe Stoner being at the bead, and Arthur Adamé

Having gone the rounds of the stables, and partaken of a lunch at the 
Mansion House, I steered my course to the stand. Having reached the 
topmost seat of what is called the Quarter Stretch Stand, we have before 
us the quarter stretch, eighty feet wide, between that and the field a 
training track, an immense circle covered with grass, and about midway 
between the half, and three-quarter posts, a dense thicket of trees on a 
mound, which causes the horses to be hidden from the view of the spec- 
tators fur one hundred yards. A member of the Association regretted 
that the expense of removing the mound and the trees was so great that 
they had allowed them toremain. Let it remain, gentlemen. It adds 
greatly to the iaterest of the race, and the beauty of couree. The track 
becomes narrower at the turn, and still more so, until on the back stretch 
it is only 25 feet wide. The stand on which I am seated is about 175 feet 
long, and is divided into three apartments—the Ladics’ stand at the ex- 
treme lower end, the Club stand in the mid ‘le, and the Quarter Stretch 
stand. ‘To the right is the Judges’ stand and weighing room, parallel 
with the above, but separated by some forty feet ; and about forty feet 
further to the right commences the citizens’ stand, which is about two 
hundred feet long. Each stand is arranged for seven rows of seats, and 
when all are seated, an excellent view of the track can be had from the 
most remote corner. Some three or four hundred yards distant to the 
left of the ladies’ stand, the first row of stables commences, and about 
one hundred yards behind the first row is the second, the middle of each 
avenue being shaded by a row of beautiful tre-s ; the country around is 
very pretty, and consists of woods, pastures, cultivated fields, and saug 
farm houses. The fine old mansion belonging to the course cannot be 
seen from the stands, being bidden by the trees, but you can easily find 
it by following the delicious fragrance of the flowers growing in abun- 
dance around it. A beautiful grove to the left of the mansion contains 
another stable, in which are now some trotting horses belonging to Mr. 
J. M. Witson—Billy Woods, Rocket, Raindeer, and Jobn Smith—all ia 
very fine condition. Everybody knows all of them except John Smith, a 
four-year-old bay gelding who promi:es well. Still nearer to the track 
is a brick stable, containing two Silverheels colts, 3 years old, owned by 
G. W. Abrams, and engaged in a match against the get of Mambrino for 
$2.000 a side, next June. 

Turn now to the back of the stand, and you will see the trotting track, 
in which some mares and foals are pastured, but which will be all alive 
by the 18th of June, when the regular trotting meeting commences. 
‘This track is considered by some handsomer than the race track; its 
stretches are 600 yards each with two turns of equal distance, and is con- 
sequently longer and narrower than the race track. It has one stand 175 
feet long, and platforms under the the stand, or rather in front of it, for 
quarter-stretch members. There being abundant space for vehicles in 
the enclosures around the tracks, none are permitted inside. 

Having sati-fied myself that there was nothing more to be seen around 
the track at present, | looked upward, and found dense clouds gathering 
in all directions, and in an incredibly short space of time the storm burst 
forth in all its fury. Monster trees were uprooted, and tossed about like 
feathers. Rails were blown down, houses unroofed, and for miles and 
miles around no man’s life was safe. The lightning and thunder were 
fearful, and the air was filled with dust, rain, hail, branches of trees, &c. 
The ‘‘Courier’s’’ account is 50 short and truthful, however, that I will 
give it entire, as follows :— 

A little after 2 o’clock yesterday (Monday) the city was swept by one of the 
most fearful and destructive tornados ever known. During the morning it was 
pleasant, but towards noon it began to cloud up, and about 1 o’clock the heat 
was oppressive inthe extreme. The threatening clouds were gathering in 
heavy masses in all directions, with not a breath of air stirring in the streets, 
but that a storm was brewing was apparent to the most casual observer of the 
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elements. The scene soon fearfully changed, with a most singular change j 
the appearance of the clouds, which varied in color from black to green ona 
then to straw color, followed by a terrible tornado, which luckily lasteq but ; 
few minutes, or the destruction would have been immense. The city in a twink. 
ling was completely enveloped in dust, houses unroofed and demolished trees 
uprooted, and the utmost confusion prevailed in the almost cymerian darkness 


| that encompassed the city. The w ind shifted from the Southwest to the North 
| west, t a 


elements, amid the lightning and loud peals 


a miniature deluge, intermixed 


and amid the clashing of t 
of thunder the rain poured down in torrents 
with a heavy storm of hail. 

Although the storm was of short duration, it was destructive in the extreme 
extending all over the city, and not confined, as heretofore, to any particular 
course. The most serious disaster was to a new two story brick building be 
longing to C. Klinzer, a grocer, on the corner of Fourteenth-street and Portland 
avenue, A party of workmen were shingling the roof at the time, and hastened 
to escape the storm, but it fell upon the house with fearful force, rending it to 
atoms, literally leaving not one stone upon another. All of the men were more 
or less injured, and one killed outright. He was upon a ladder at the time and 
his skull was fractured by a brick. He was a German laborer of the name of 
John Ready, and leaves a wife and six children. Of the others who were in- 
jured, it was thought two of them could not survive the night. A boy jumped 
from - second story window of the falling building, and was the only one yp. 
injured. 

The roof of the United States Marine Hospital on the High-street road to Port. 
land, was blown off, but no one injured, and the Brewery near upper Portland 
was partially unroofed. In Portiand, several buildings on Commercial-street 
and other localities were damaged, and the gable end of a house taken comple. 
tely out. A horse, wagon and driver, were taken up by the wind, the two former 
— against the fence, and the driver, a well grown man, thrown over the 

ence. 

In the city the roof of Peters, Webb & Co.’s piano factory, corner of Four. 
teenth ani Main, was blown off; the cathedral, on Fifth-street, slightly damaged 
in the roof; the roof of Mrs. Davis’ boarding house, corner Jefferson and Eighth 
street, was blown oft, and a pertion of one end fellin, seriously injuring Mrs 
Tyndal and slightly wounding a child. On Chestnut-street, Mr. Casseday’s Tee 
sidence was somewhat damaged, and the entire back part of the residence of J 
H. Schroeder, on Third-street, just beyond the Custom House, was unroofed, 
the roof being carried a distance of 40 or 50 feet. , 

Along Second-street trees were uprooted and prostrated, and the warehouse 
of Schrodt & Laval was wholly unroofed, the rafters being tossed about like 
feathers in the wind. The storehouse of Newcomb & Bro., fronting on Bullitt. 
street, was completely unroofed, a portion of the roof being thrown against the 
brick part of the store of Sherley, Bell & Co., on Wall-street, breaking through 
the windows, and causing much damage to both houses, especially by water, ag 
the rain was pouring downin torrents. The force of the storm extended to 
McClaran & Co.’s plaining mill, on Shelby-street, and unroofed it. It also un. 
roofed the Broadway bridge mill, and several chimueys in the First Ward were 
blown down, and children hurt. 

Some twenty trees were blown across the track of the Frankfort Railroad at 
Wenzel-street, and other points, extending many miles out; and the residence 
of J. L. Hiatt, three miles above the city, was unroofed, and divers other acci- 
dents of a trivial character occurred all over the city. 

_ Along the river the storm was equally fearful and destructive, occasioning the 
sinking of ten coal boats and barges at the upper landing, including two barges 
of C. Miller’s, one of Armistead & Cornell’s, one of James & Co.’s, of Memphis 
one belonging to J. 8. Dravo, two gf Kellog & Co.’s, and three flats of the Cres- 
cent City’s, all in a space of 300 yards. The wheel of the Pink Varble No. 2 wag 
much damaged, and the Argyle, from New Orleans, had her chimneys blown 
overboard, at Utica, where she was compelled to come to in a crippled condi- 
tion. The Grey Eagle, at Portland, had her chimneys knocked overboard, close 
to the dcek, one of them falling on the Lancaster alongside, breaking in the roof 
of the latter. 

We also heard that the storm visited New Albany with fearful violence, un- 
gd the Catholic church and other buildings, and causing the ioss of several 

ives. 

The pic-nie party, for the benefit of the Catholic Orphan Asylum, which as- 
sembled in a grove some twelve miles up the river, on the Indiana shore, hada 
terrible time in the storm. The party numbered nearly 1000, including women 
and children, all of whom were exposed to the rain, and came home thoroughly 
soaked with mud and water. Just as they were about to partake of the dinner 
that had been prepared in the woods the hurricane burst upon them in all its 
fury. Trees were broken and snapped in two like reeds over their heads, the 
trunks and limbs crushing the tables, and sca-tering the viands and dishes in all 
directions, in the midst of which a tree was struck by lightning, and the wildest 
scene of co: fusion ensued among the frightened women and children, yet strange 
to tell, we heard of but one person being seriously hurt—Miss O. Reagan, who 
had her shoulder dislocated. The whole party came home with even worse than 
a fisherman’s luck. They were in the heavy pelting rain for an hour or two with 
no shelter, and had lost their dinner by the devastating storm. 

In the evening we had two more severe storms of wind, rain, hail, lightning 
and thunder, and the streets were again flooded with water.; 

I may add to the above, that about two thousand people had started 
for the track before any indications of the storm appeared, among who.a 
were a large number of ladies. Of corse I was wicked enough to enjoy 
the quick time made between the R. R. depot and the stand. Some tall 
running was done, and the short space of time occup‘ed in finding shelter 
for the 2,000 train passengers is worthy of record. Carriages were sent 
to the station for the ladies, so they escaped the storm. Of course I had 
on my thinnest suit, but although pretty well soaked before getting home, 
I feel no bad effects from it to-day. 

In the betting and in pools, Betty Ward was the favorite, Lucy Fowler 
next, Magen.a third, Charlotte Buford next, and Pit-a-Pat last. ‘The 
track was very heavy, in conseqvence of the rain. They were got off 
well, all things consdered ; at the turn Lucy was in fornt, Belle Brandon 
second, Magenta third, Betty Ward fourth, and Buford’s Lexington fifth. 

These positions were changed go rapidly and so often, that I can only 
say that Lucy won the heat, Betty Ward second, Belle 8rd, Buford 4th, 
Magenta 5th, &c. Time, 1:543. 

The second heat was contested by Betty Ward, Lucy Fowler, and Bu- 
ford’s filly, and ended in favor of the former by nearly half-a-dozen 
lengths. Time, 1:56. 

Third heat.—At the turn, Betty Ward, Magenta and Lucy Fowler were 
runuing close together, and continued in the above position until passing 
the quarter, when Magenta challenged Betty, and passed her before 
reaching the half-mile, and retaining her lead, and winning by a length 
in 1:58}—excellent time for the condition of the track. 

As may be supposed, this was an exciting race; the storm had appa- 
rently changed its character, and instead of a trial of speed, it had be- 
come a test of speed and endurance between the Yorkshire and the 
Lexington. 

_Fourth heat.—They got off well together, and ran locked much of the 
distance, Magenta finally running out three lengths ahead, in 1:54}. 

Second Race.—This was fora purse of $250, Two miles, Laura Farris, 
Colossus, Lilla, and Goodwood being entered, and the first named after- 
ward withdrawn. An admirable start was effected ; at the turn Good- 
wood was in the lead, Colossus and Lilla being locked together just be- 
hind him. Atthe quarter they were a length apart, and continued so 
until near the half mile, when Colossus lapped Goodwood, and in this 
position they disappeared behind the grove and again appeared—Colossus 
was gaining, however, and he entered the home-stretch and passed the 
stand half a length ahead, Goodwood and Lilla head and head. At the 
turn all were together, and at the quarter Goodwood got his head in 
front ; a beautiful and exciting contest ensued for half a mile, which end- 
ed in Colossus taking the lead, and winning a very interesting race by 
three lengths. Lilla same distance behind, in 4:024. Summary :—

SECOND DAY. 

Notwithstanding the rain lasted nearly all night, and commenced 
~. on Tuesdsy morning, a fine day was hoped for, although there was 
apparent but little ground for hope. The morning was just of that kind 
tbat makes people doubt whether to venture out or stay at home. The 
first train carried out a goodly number, however, every one of whom, no 
joubt, on his arrival, wished himself back again, so threatening were 
the clouds.

Tae How. Witiiam C. Preston died at Columbia, S. 
C., on the 23d ult. He was unquestionably one of the 
most accomplished gentlemen this country ever claim- 
ed as acitizen. Mr. Preston was born in Philadelphia 
Dec. 27, 1794, while his father, then a member from 
Virginia, was attending Congress in that city. He 
was, on his maternal side, descended from Patrick 
Henry. Asa student at the University of South Caro- 
lina, he was distinguished for his fluency of speech 
and readiness in debate. In 1812 he graduated, and 
returning to Richmond, entered the oftice of William 
Wirt, with whom he studied law. * 

From 1816 to 1819 he travelled in Europe, and was 
admitted to the bar after his return in 1821, commenc- 
ing the practice of lawin Virginia. He removed to 
Columbia, 8. C., in the following year, where he ac- 
quired distinction and success at the bar. Two years 
later,he was electedto Congress, where he distisguished 
himself by his devotion to Free Trade and State 
Rights. In 1832 he was elected to the United States 
Senate as the colleague of Mr. Calhoun, and at once 
took a high position asa debater. He resigned his 
place in the Senate in 1842, and returned to his prac- 
tice in South Carolina. He became Presidnnt of the 
University of the State in 1845, add continued in that 
potition till 1851, when ill-health compelled him to re- 
sign. Since that time he has lived in retirement. Mr. 
P. was asingularly eloquent man, and his influence 
over a popular assemblage was t.uly electrical. 

In private life he was gracefully natural, amiable, 
and fascinating, and made many warm and devoted 
friends. Asa rhetorician, he was equaled by few and 
surpassed by none. At the time of his death Mr. Pres- 

ton had been a subscriber to the “‘Spirit’’ twenty five 
years.
